prom inence in local affairs m ust 
nameless, sum s up the actual situation 
as the correspondent has found it also 
when he points out that the presence 
of notables from belligerent countries 
m ust not be regarded as significant 
because while they may come here to 
feel out" the sentim ent of the other 
side, they are not often genuine peace 
envoys 
Any proposition which any govern 
m ent is willing to advance, or to a r 
copt, can be stated by any agent whose 
presence here is not even noted and 
who is w ithout authority to do more 
than deliver or listen to a proposal 
No one has been compromised, partic­ 
ularly no one has exhibited "signs of 
weakness" by advancing ‘‘term s." 
T hat such ten tativ e "feelers" have 
been put out repeatedly seems beyond 
doubt, but it is not these th at 
have 
caused the ever-recurring peace rum ors 
to circulate, but rath er the presence 
from tim e to tim e of national ehaac- 
ters from eith er side The facts seem 
to indicate that, if peace negotiations 
actually are going on, they are pri 
vately conducted, for their respective 
governm ents, by 
unpretentious

more or less unofficial persons. 
One Am erican asserts tiiat he has 
acted as a "peace em issary" for the 
entente, and in this capacity met a 
German of inconspicuous station, who, 
the Am erican was given to believe, 
was prepared to m ake a peace propo 
sal.

affected district for at Lagl two years 
and if possible, for three years. He

m aining seed either he fum igated or 
destroyed to avoid further Infection 
in other districts, and that for three 
years the soil in the affected district 
could be used to planting corn, wheat 
and other cereals.

Government Ownership of Railroads Near 


What has been expected seems about to happen. 
That which has happened could have been avoided. 
Demagogy started it. 
Time alone could overcome what demagogy 
did. 
Sufficient time had not elapsed. 
In the beginning the railroad corporations were largely at fault. 
When railroacff were new institutions iii this country they were given 
the right of eminent domain because it was realized that they must have 
comparatively level ground over which to run their tracks, that being 
especially true in the earl} days of railroading, although now the grades 
that modern engines take is one of the marvels of the age. 
The rail­ 
roads abuse their eminent domain rights and often rode roughshod 
over the simplest rights of the people, bribing city councils, state legis­ 
latures and even congressmen, charging such rates as the tariff would 
bear and then some and, in short, arrogantly trying to hog it all. 
Their 
depot agents and conductors, more often than otherwise, were arro 
gant, impertinent and uncivil, treating the patrons of the company, 
unless among the favored few, like stepchildren. 
Eventually the demagogue stepped in and harped on the one 
string, “The soul-less corporations. 
It had its effect. 
Railroad com­ 
mission were the product and they proceeded to put the crimp in the 
corporations and, hacked by the will of the people which had been in­ 
fluenced by the demagogue, they swung the pendulum too far and have 
done injustice to the railrotds. 
They have shown a tendency to even 
reduce rates, but never to advance them in spite of a showing of in­ 
creased expenses owing to higher wages that have been forced on rail­ 
roads by reason of the increase in the cost of living. 
To refuse de­ 
mands for wage increases would have brought on strikes, and strikes 
have proven costly in property and lives. 
Strikes, too often, have 
been led by irrespensible anarchists who loved riot and bloodshed. 
The 
railroads made the plea four or five years ago to the interstate com­ 
merce commission that they needed a general advance in rates of 
about fifteen per cent in order to earn money with which to purchase 
new equipment and maintain the old equipment in good repair. 
Some 
slight relief was granted by the commission, but not sufficient to meet 
the needs of the railroads, a fact that is being impressed on the country 
today. 
Since the government has entered upon this war, a tremendous 
demand has been made on the railroads, and it appears to have reached 
a point where they cannot move the stuff and the people as they are 
expected to do. 
In short, there is serious congestion. 
Enough cars 
and engines are not at hand to handle the traffic, notwithstanding the 
fact that the best system ever evolved for moving it under the di­ 
rection of a central agency has been working ever since the war started. 
But this does not appear to have met the requirements of the govern­ 
ment, hence the conference in W ashington that took up the propo­ 
sition of throwing all the roads of the country into One gigantic pool 
to be controlled in all particulars by a central agency of some sort, 
probably a government commission. 
In short, it is contemplated that 
the government shall take over the railroads and operate them, thus 
doing that which has been advocated by some of the ablest leaders of 
the land. 
These are war times and things are done, with the sanction of the 
people through their chosen representatives in congress, which even 
the most autocratic kaiser of Germany would hesitate to do. 
We are 
literally a nation in arms by choice of the representatives of the people, 
and not because any one man with the title of king or emperor said 
so. 
We are setting precedents as war measures that may become 
permanent establishments after the war. 
lf the government should not 
take full control of the railroads and operate them as government 
property, it is not beyond the possibilities that we shall have govern­ 
ment ownership after the war as a permanent thing. 
The govern­ 
ment ownership of telegraph and telephone lines, particularly those 
connected with the operation of the railroads, would come as a natural 
sequence. 
One of two things is bound to happen after the war. 
Either we 
shall have government ownership or the railroads will be granted rates 
sufficient* to provide them with proper equipment to meet a contingency 
such as has arisen since we entered the war, and they, like other war 
machinery, should be maintained at a high standard of efficiency. 
This is not the time or place to discuss the merits and demerits of 
government ownership, it being sufficient to say right here that as 
far as efficiency is concerned the American roads have cost less and 
rendered better service than the govermnent-owned roads of Europe.

Because it was a German 
colony and filled with naturalized and 
unnaturalized G erm ans, m ost of whom 
landed there from 
the 
Fatherland, 
they gave it the nam e of the German 
capital. 
But when 
the 
prem ier of 
C anada made an effort to deliver an 1 
address there and was hooted down 
the 
authorities 
with 
considerable1 
prom ptness 
changed 
the 
name 
to, 
K itchener. 
Will Fairm an. who has 
Just returned from Guelph, Ontario, 
w here he was called by the death of 
his father, says th at K itchener is not 
far from there and he was in Guelph 
when the incident of Mr. 
Borden's 
visit occurred. 
Before he left there 
was talk of interning the whole peo­ 
ple of the town until the term ination 
of the w ar. 
One of the w ar hospitals is located 
a t Guelph. 
It was form erly a prison 
farm , but has been rem odeled to m eet 
new conditions, am ong them the re­ 
ception of soldiers from the war. Mr 
Fairm an says he saw some 
terrible 
sights, but those which affected him 
m ost w ere the men who had been gas­ 
sed. 
This produces a queer expres­ 
sion on the countenance, giving them 
the appearance of being consum ptives. 
The lips are bloodless and bordered 
in some cases with little red blotches. 
W hen the w eather is dry and clear 
they go about just as other people, but 
if the w eather is dam p and 
murky 
they are simply all in, and of no ac­ 
count. 
T hey do not seem to recover, 
at least they are sent home for recu 
peration, which is very slow 
if at 
all. 
Mr. Fairm an had a talk with the 
m ajor who made the gallant charge at 
Y pres. The men had been forced back 
by the concentrated fire of four big 
German guns. 
The Canadians have a 
record of doing to the full w hatever 
they are told, and in th is instance they 
were told to take this battery. 
The 
m ajor called for volunteers and every 
man responded and then they w ent aft­ 
er them in earnest, captured the bat­ 
tery and subdued the Germans. 
The m ajor told him th at the orders 
had gone out to go over the top at 
5:22 in the morning. He was speaking 
of the initiative of the Canadians, and 
how the privates are perm itted to make 
suggestions and to pass them on up to 
the officers in command, these ideas 
being often adopted. 
The m ajor said 
the Canadian and U nited States troops 
are much alike in this respect, w here­

they w ere able.

side the line looking for her husband. 
WTien all had gone she spoke to the 
officer and told him she expected her 
husband, but she had not seen him. He 
suggested that she go upstairs where 
the m ost terrible wounded are taken. 
Almost the first man she saw was her 
hubsand, in basket or a wheel sair, all 
bundled up- 
She ran to him, kissed 
him, asked him w hat was the m atter, 
and he told her he had lost his limbs 
She removed the covering from his 
shoulders and found th a t both arm s 
were gone, and then from his lower 
limbs and found both legs were gone 
W ith a shriek she fell across the body 
and died.
